The state of Arkansas has forged to the forefront in the matter of building a system of connected state highways. The results accomplished have been brought about largely through Issuance of 


bonds, secured by a gasoline tax on a plan similar to that being urged throughout Texas by Ross Sterling, candidate for governor. The tax receipts below show graphically the effect of the state- 
wide road bond issue on property taxes in Texas' neighboring state.

Practically all 


available sitting and standing room 
was taken thirty minutes 
before 
the meeting started. 


A loud-speaker arrangement was 


installed by the KUT station at 
Austin, but many were unable to 
hear the address even with this ar- 
rangement. 


Miss Daffan Introduces. 
In the introductory remarks of 


Miss Daffan, she 
declared 
that 
Texas had the first woman gover- 
nor to announce for that office and 
that Mrs. Ferguson gave Texas two 
prosperous years, and that Texas 
now was inviting her back to the 
governor's chair. 


In the beginning of his remarks, 


Ferguson referred to the common 
talk that "Old Jim ought not to be 
in politics again, but he was back 
strong." He declared that in this 
land of the free and the home of 
the brave, the rich and poor, white 
and black, republican and demo- 
crats, and all others have the light 
to hold office except him, but added 
that even if he could not run for 
office, "I keep the politicians as 
hot as a cat on a hot rock all of 
the time."'(Applause). 


He outlined the writing of the 
t 


rguson platform last winter, pre- 
ratory for running himself, but 
.en he was kept from running 


and when the courts allowed the 
name of Tom Love to be put on the 
ticket and he was denied the right, 


"Hell picked up in the Ferguson 
family," he declared amid cheers 
and applause. 


Fledge Discussed. 


The 
proposed 
legislation that 


Mrs. Ferguson will sponsor, if elect- 
ed, to the effect that a prson must 
take an affidavit to the effect that 
they have not drunk any bootleg 
liquor six months prior to the elec- 
tion before they can take any elec- 
tive or appointive office in Texas, 
was discussed. He said that Mrs. 
Ferguson was a prohibitionist and 
that he was an anti. "It is not a 
question whether 
prohibition 
is 
right or wrong," Ferguson declar- 
ed, ' but antis should not oppose 
the prohibition enforcemnt as long 
as it is a law," 


Ferguson rapped what he termed 


the six-shooter officers who cnoop 
around a man's back yard and catch 
a pint of liquor, drag the man into 
court, railroad him to the pen and 
drink his liquor before night. He 
said you could not convict thieves 
etc. when the officers are getting 
some of the profits and spoils. 


"When this law about drinking 
is passed and enforced, I will have 
plenty of company in not being able 
to hold office," Ferguson declared 
amid cheers from his hearers. 


Ferguson outlined the proposed 


pension law for old people as as 
favored by Mrs. Ferguson. 
The 


doubling of the capacity 
of 
the 


state tubercular facilities will also 
be stressed, he said. 


Economy In Government. 


Turning to another portion of his 


address, Ferguson 
declared 
that 


economy in government would re- 
lieve the tax burden, and that Tex- 
as was suffering from incompetent 
state employees and duplication of 
bureaus and offices. He suggested 
that the offices of tax aseessor and 
collector in the counties of "exas 
be consolidated, which acordlng to 
his figures would save in salaries 
to the officers $625,000,and another 
$500,000 would be saved in deputies, 
making a total of $1,125,000 
snu- 


ally. He said that his wife would 
favor a law being passed reducing 
the salaries of all county officials 
to a maximum of $6,000 annually. 
He stated that there were 25 offi- 
cers in Texas getting $25,000 and 
200 were getting $10,000 per year. 


Another feature of the Ferguson 


platform outlind and explained was 
the proposed allowing of the pay- 
ment of taxes quarterly. He declar- 
ed that the proposals of the Fergu- 
son platform should save the tax 
payers of Texas more than $7,000,- 
000 per year. 


He espousd the proposed law that 


no bank which is to be used as a 
depository for state, county or city 
funds, be allowed to loan more than 
ten percent of its money outside of 
Texas and in that manner keep 
Texas money in Texas. 


Money in Wrong Hands. 


Ferguson said there was as . .ich 


money as there ever was, but that 
it is in the wrong hands and has 
gone to a few extortionists. 


He said that the New York bank- 


ers did not "care a tinker's dam" 
about Texans, and that they were 
loaning the stock market gamblers 
$100,000,000 per day, but would not 
send any money to Texas and are 
causing the farm products to de- 
cline in price. He said banks were 
stopping the renewal of loans to 
farmers, while other classes could 
still secure the money they desired 
and needed. He said that if Texas 
would keep the $200,000,000 of tax 
money in Texas, it would make for 
prosperity. 


Discussing the proposed equity 


of redemption law, Ferguson said 
that if a home had been foreclosed 


for debt, the owner would have 


iwo years in .which to redeem it 
by the payment of the debt, inter- 
est and a reasonable attorney's fee. 
He portrayed a touching story in 
which a place had been foreclosed 
on, how the man and his wife saw 
their life-time savings go under the 
hammer, and they were turned out 
of their home. 


Debtor Protected. 


He declared that 
no 
creditor 


should be allowed to profit at his 
debtor's 
misfortunes 
wfhen 
he 


couldn't pay. He said sinjilar laws 
were now in effct 
in 
California, 
Oklahoma, Missouri and Alabama. 
He declared he was for the home, 
first, last and aJl of the time, and 
whenever the home was In danger, 
he would be on the firing line. He 
declared that when the money was 
available the people will pay, but 
when the Shylocks, start their prof- 
iting off the people's misfortunes, 
it is time to strike for the homes. 
Ferguson declared that the credi- 
tors sold the farmers high mer- 
chandise, charged them high inter- 
est, rent, etc., and when they could 
not pay, 
foreclosed 
them, 
took 


everything they have, and. then the 
poor farmers drift from the farm 
into the cities. 


He declared that he was in, favor 


of electing the members of 
the 


highway commission, as they hand- 
led 
more money than al) of oth- 
er officers combined. 
He 
then 


turned his guns on Ross Sterling, 
declaring that 
the 
Houstonian 


"thinks he Is running for governor 
on money bags." He declared that 
Sterling is willing for the people of 
Texas to vote $350,000,000 bonds, 
but he don't want them to vote on 
who will spend it in the highway 
commission. He said the railroad 
commission was elective and the 
members treat you courteous and 
help you, but that the 
highway 


commission won't see you unless 
you send in a card ,etc. 


Who Are For Bonds. 


Ferguson declared that the big 


daily newspapers, political crooks 
and grafters and big corporation 
lawyers and others, were for the 
5350,000,000 bond issue. He outlined 
the fight in the legislature last year. 
He declared that 
this 
proposed 


spending would make the Teapot 
Dome affair look like thirty cents. 


He said that if the $350,000,000 


bond issue was voted, a $150,000,000 
sum would be secured 
from the 


federal government and that the 
counties would have to 
put 
up 


$350,000,000 to match 
the 
state 


which would approximate $850,000,- 
000 for roads. 


He charged that 
Sterling was 


spending money like a drunken 
sailor and he wanted to continue 
to spend it. Ferguson declared that 
he would be disloyal to his friends 
all over Texas if he had not pro- 
tested, and that when he saw what 
Moody, Sterling and others were up 
to, he made up his mind to "fit 
them from hell to breakfast." 


He charged that Love and Ster- 


ling was behind the proposed bond 
issue and that they worked Moody 
and used every effort to put the 
proposition over on every 
weak- 


kneed member of the legislature, 
and that they kept a bunch of them 
drunk all of the time. He declared 
that other gubernatorial candidates 
who were now saying they were 
opposed to the bond issue, were 
absent when "hell was apopplng" 
recently. 


Does Not Need Bonds. 


Ferguson said that Texas did not 


need the bonds and that when Tex- 
as was in the worst financial con- 
dition that she had even seen, "they 
tell you to go in debt $350,000,000 
more," which he said would make 
slaves of the children. He voiced 
strong disapproval and opposition 
to the 40-year bonds when the roads 
will only last about 10 years. He 
said that the presnt generation's 
action in voting the bonds, if they 
are voted, would be cursed by the 
children of the next generation for 
voting thm into "slavery 
to the 


crooked politicians and bond grab- 
bers." 


Ferguson said the income to the 


highway department was $37,500,- 
000 annually at the present, and 
that "any set of men who want to 
spend more than that a year are 
either too ignorant or too crooked 
to be entrusted with money," he 
charged. 


Would Injure 
Schools 


He said that if the bonds were 


voted, the one-fourth of the pres- 
ent gasoline tax that goes to the 
schools, $9,500,000 would be taken 
away, and the rural schools would 
bo shorter termed. 
He said the 
state highway association now was 
advocating taking the gasoline tax 
money from the schools. He said 
that the Uvalde Rock roads cost 
$10,000 per mile as against $30,000 
per mile for the concrete roads. 
He said the state highway depart- 
ment could asphalt the roads that 
are now blowing away for $5,000 
per mile and they would last six 
or seven years more. 


Ferguson went into a detailed 


discussion of the charges 
made 


by Dan Moody that the Fergusons 
were crooked in the highway mat- 
ters and how he would convict 
Jim Ferguson and make his ad- 
dress, "Huntsville, Texas," if he 
(Moody) was elected. 
"He didn't 


convict anyone except himself as 
being the biggest ignoramous that 
ever sat in the governor's chair," 
Jim asserted. (Applause). 


Cono Johnson's Testimony 


He 
told of the 
testimony of 


Cone 
Johnson, 
member of 
the 


highway commission, to the effect 
that the investigations made show- 
ed the type of roads that the 
American Road company and the 
Hoffman 
Construction 
company 


built for Texas were the "only sen- 
sible thing to do was to follow the 
lead that Ferguson 
made," and 
that the present highway depart- 
ment has made 3,000 miles of the 
same character of roads. 
He said 


the improvements made, and com- 
plained so about by Moody, had 
been 
constructed 
at 
$3,000 
per 


mile, had been there six years, 
and that the 
present 
highway 


commission had 
not spent $100 


per mile on them. With one more 
treatment, Ferguson said, the roads 
would be in fine shape, but that 
the highway men want to build 
the $30,000 type of concrete. 
He 


declared the roads could be fix- 
ed 
on 
what 
the 
interest 
will 


amount to on the $30,000 type. 


"Do you want Sterling and the 


$350,000,000 debt and no roads, or 
Ma and 3,000 miles of new roads 
and no bonds?" he queried. 


Moody In Bocfiground 
He charged that Sterling and 
his crowd were keeping Dan Moo- 
dy out of sight and that Sterling 
feared Moody might come out for 
the bond issue and kill it dead. 


He rapped the construction of 
concrete roads for the use of the 
busses and trucks to use without 
paying their proportionate part. 
He spoke of the practice of taking 
the whole road by the busses and 
big trucks after the people have 


paid for the roads. 
He declared 
that the Fergusons 
wanted 
to 


drive the busses and trucks off 
tho road so that those who are 
paying for the 
roads can use 


them. 
He charged that Sterling had 


trucks distributing his literature 
and campaign propaganda, man- 
ned by five men at $20 per day. 


Continuing his attack on the 


busses using the road, he said 
that last year the bus owners ad- 
mitted that they carried 8,000,000 
persons daily in the United States, 
and that their income was $6,-1 
000,000,000 made on the roads paid | 
for by taxes. He said the 
net 


profit of the busses was $400,000,- 
000, Railways Farmers' Friends 


Ferguson said the railroads were 


protected by law in getting a fair 
return, but said that the railroads 
were the best friends of the farm- 
ers. He said that the huge num- 
ber of salaries paid by the rail- 
roads go to the purchase of the 
products of the farmers. He said 
the busses and trucks were tak- 
ing the business from the rail- 
roads who in turn would raise 
the passenger and freight rates 
and lower the valuations in the 
counties In order to make their 
guaranteed six percent returns. 


Turning to 
the 
penitentiary 


question, 
Ferguson 
declared 
he 


knew more about the penitentiary 
system than any other man in 
Texas as he had made a detailed 
and long study of it. He outlined 
the conditions he found when he 
became governor, etc., and 
also 


told of the present conditions. He 
said that it was no accident that 
he made the penitentiary system 
pay. 
He outlined how a 
differ- 


ence is noted in the actions of 
the convicts, especially the short 
timers, when they can work hard 
and get paroled or pardoned for 
good behavior, which gives them 
an incentive to work, instead of 
keeping them there for their full 
terms regardless of whether they 
work or not. He said that If they 
worked hard and were to be re- 
warded by shortening their time, 
it would make the state money. 
Pardons Discussed 


He declared that he believed in 
pardoning as "God pardons." He 
said that in 1924 when Mrs. Fer- 
guson took 
office, 
only $ldO,000 


was appropriated for the peniten- 
tiary system for two years, with a 
$5,000,000 deficit already on hand, 
in order, according to Ferguson, to 
embarrass the administration and 
make them beg for money to run 
the system, but that he secured a 
line of credit and did not have to 
do it. 
He said that the present 


crowd can't get any credit and 
they have the penitentiary closed 
and no one can get in or out. He 
declared that "this no pardoning 
crowd" is in debt now $6,000,000, 
and is "busted." 


"There are 1,000 people In the 


penitentiary now who are entitled 
to be out on good behavior, and 
"Ma" will pardon 2,000 when she 
gets In office," he declared. 


He declared that there were 57 


producing oil wells near the Im- 
perial farm draining the oil from 
under the state lands. 
He said 
that another crowd wants to se- 
cure the prison lands to put in one 
of the biggest irrigation projects 
in the country, 
while 
another, 


which he termed the Austin graft- 
ers, want to spend $6,000,000 on 
thb prison system "to relocate It 
in the cedar brakes near Austin 
where nothing but armadillos and 
skunks can live, and put up an
